Let’s get this 
party started ... 
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NOT a penny has been paid to 
disabled charity LampH from 
proceeds of the Haverhill Show 
or its associated car boot sales 
in the past three years, it has 
emerged this week. 

Maureen Byrne, chairman of 
LampH which is supposed to be 
the show’s main beneficiary, 
said the charity relied on the 
proceeds to function. 

“Unless the money is coming 
in we won’t be able to stay open,” 
she said this week. 

The organiser of the event, 
Mick Driver, who took over the 
running of the show 11 years 
ago, admitted no payments had 
been made since 2010 and that 
the show had gone ‘a bit stale’. 

The Haverhill Show is one of 
the main events on the town’s 
calendar and is run on the rec¬ 
reation ground every year in aid 
of local charities. 

Flyers made for this year’s 
show, currently booked for the 
weekend of lune 6 and 7, clearly 
state “all profits raised will go to 
local charities”. 

But questions are being asked 
after it emerged in a town coun¬ 
cil meeting on Tuesday night 
that LampH, which previously 
ran the Haverhill Show to sus-

tain its premises and activities 
for young disabled residents, 
was in financial trouble after 
not receiving a penny from the 
show since 2010. 

Maureen Byrne said: “We have 
been paid nothing since 2010 
and functions have been booked 
under the charity logo.” 

Yearly payments to LampH 
from the show decreased from 
around £2,000 a year to around 
£1,500, before the last payment 
for £1,000 was made in 2010. 

Meanwhile, Mr Driver has 
booked the recreation ground 
for charity events 21 times since 
2010, after making only two 
bookings each in 2008 and 2009. 

He has already made 12 book¬ 
ings with the borough council 
for events to take place between 
May and September this year, 
with car boot sales charging £6 
a pitch organised for this com¬ 
ing Sunday, May 19, lune 2 and 
lune 23, all of which are in aid of 
local charities. 

Mr Driver told the Weekly News 
he had no obligation to give to

THE last lick of paint has been applied 
and all the new furniture is in place for 
the opening of Rascals play barn, under 
the new ownership of EuroMillions win¬ 
ner Gillian Bayford, on Saturday morn¬ 
ing. 

Gillian and her husband, Adrian 
Bayford, had been tight-lipped about 
what they would do with their money 
since their massive £148m lottery win 
last August. 

But the Weekly News reported last week 
that the barn, in Boundary Road, 

Haverhill, had been bought out by Gillian 
and her friend Cindy Smith, 45. 

After an almighty clean-up this week, it 
is understood there will be a private 
party there tomorrow before the doors 
are thrown open to the public on 
Saturday morning - with Gillian calling 
for lots of children to attend. 

She said: “We want it to be busy. The 
barn was open before but it unfortu¬ 
nately had to close down and there was 
no place for Haverhill children to go”. 

The barn has a large play area down¬ 
stairs with a slide and monkey bars and a 
room upstairs for the children to have 
tea. 

There are also tables where parents can 
have a drink and a rest while their chil¬ 
dren play. 

Gillian revealed she had wanted to buy 
the barn with Cindy for a long time. 

The previous owners approached her 
“on numerous occasions” when the barn 
first came on the market but for a num¬ 
ber of reasons, the deal did not happen. 

She added: “I had a lot going on at the 
time, Cindy was working and we thought 
the price they were asking was a bit 
expensive. 

“But the option came up again more 
recently and it was a better price, so we 
went for it.” 

Now the playbarn is set to open, Gillian 
also anounced she is working on her 
charitable trust, also to benefit children, 
with an anouncement expected in the 
next month or so. 

As the News reported, the lottery win¬ 
ners still get 30 to 40 letters a week asking 
them for money - and Gillian was keen to 
point out that it wasn’t because nothing 
had been announced publicly that no 
money had been given. 

She added: “We have been approached 
and we have judged everything on its 
own merits and there have been things 
handed out. 

“But to say who we’ve given to would be

Knife-wielding man faces sentence at crown court 


A MAN who brandished a four-inch 
knife and threatened to kill two people 
has had his case sent to the crown court. 

Alexander Hockett, of Elmdon Place, 
Haverhill, appeared by video link from 
HMP Norwich Prison to plead guilty to 
possession of a knife in a public place at 
West Suffolk Magistrates Court yester¬ 
day. 

The court heard how Hockett, 31, 
returned to his flat on April 21 and 
became angry with two friends who 
were visiting the flat. 

When the pair, who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, went out onto the bal¬ 
cony Hockett followed them, threaten¬ 
ing to kill them while waving around a 


four-inch knife if they did not leave. 

Rosalind Cappleman, prosecuting, 
said: “Hockett said ‘I’m going to kill you’ 
whilst waving around the knife. 

She said one of the victims told police 
he felt “extremely scared” while the 
other said she feared for her life before 
they were able to run from the flat. 

Mrs Cappleman said: “An independent 
witness said she heard screams coming 
from the flat and she heard a young girl 
on the phone saying someone had 
threatened to knife them.” 

Lyndon Davis, mitigating, said the 
offence had taken place on the balcony 
of Hockett’s flat, which is defined as a 
public place. 


Mr Davis said: “This was the flat 
Hockett shares with his partner. It 
became a public place when he stepped 
out of his balcony door. 

“The visitors to the address were 
extremely drunk. There was a loud 
argument between the pair on the bal¬ 
cony and bottles were being smashed 
outside. 

“At this point he tells them he was in 
possession of the knife.” 

Another charge of using threatening 
and abusive words was dropped by the 
prosecution. 

Hockett was remanded in custody by 
magistrates to appear at a crown court 
for sentence at a later date. 
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Arrest is 
made after 
house fire 

A MAN is lucky to be alive 
after a fire tore through his 
house on Monday. 

A 38-year-old woman, of 
Haverhill, was arrested on 
suspicion of causing arson 
with intent to endanger life. 

The case, however, is not 
expected to reach court as 
the woman was subsequently 
detained under the Mental 
Health Act. 

Three fire crews were called 
to tackle the blaze just before 
11am at a property in 
Somerset Court, Haverhill. 

The fire is believed to have 
started near the sofa and the 
crews arrived fearing a man 
was still inside the property 
and that his life could be in 
danger. 

The man did manage to 
make his way out of the burn¬ 
ing house. 



Scouts’ 46-year 
campaign for 
new buildings 


THREE hundred young people 
are pleading with the communi¬ 
ty for cash to help them finally 
replace their worn-out build¬ 
ings. 

A fundrasing drive, run by 
Haverhill scout and guide 
groups, has been ongoing since 
1967 - that’s 46 years ago - to 
provide the groups with fit-for- 
purpose facilities. 

When the drive was launched, 
America was still bogged down 
fighting in Vietnam and the BBC 
were putting the final touches on 
a full colour service for its chan¬ 
nels. 

Grandmother fill Moss, 55, of 
Ash Grove, in Haverhill, said she 
helped raise money when her 
children first joined the scouts 
and guides in the 1980s. 

Her children’s children are now 
attending the groups every week, 
and still the money has not been 
raised. 

She said: “The buildings are so 
dilapitated and we’re spending 
so much on repairs to keep them 
going.

“This has been going on for 
many, many years - we’d be bet¬ 
ter off spending the money on a 
new building.” 

An impressive £32,000 has 
been raised and is safely in the 
bank. 

The plan had been to generate 
enough cash for one new state- 
of-the-art building but scout 
chiefs have decided to drop the 
idea after being rebuffed by the 
National Lottery three times for 
the funding they needed. 

Instead, the new fundraising

committee has drawn up a two 
step plan: to replace the most 
worn-out building with a new 
hall and toilet combination 
worth around £57,000. 

Once that is done, the grounds 
will be suitable for other scout 
and guide groups to hire for 
camping, generating more cash 
to then replace the second 
cabin. 

fohn Mabb, who chairs the 
new-look fundraising commit¬ 
tee, said the young people, aged 
between 6 and 18, deserved bet¬ 
ter - and his new-look commit¬ 
tee has hit the ground running 
to provide them with it. 

He said: “We’ve got lots of 
events organised until next 
year, the idea is for the sum of 
the little parts to take us in the 
right direction. 

“We want to guarantee a meet¬ 
ing place that is light, airy, dry 
and warm in winter. That’s real¬ 
ly all we need.” 

Events planned so far include a 
pudding night, a car boot sale 
and a proms in the park night.

one particular charity and said he 
was supporting other charities 
locally. 

He said some money had gone to 
Gateway and £100 had gone to the 
Wood Green animal shelter, but 
declined to comment further. 

Instead he read out a statement: 
“The town is expanding at a fast 
rate and hopefully more funds can 
be raised for local charities. 

“LampH is just one of the chari¬ 
ties that has benefited and in the 
last four years, they’ve received 
£3,000 from the society”. 

Now a rival bid to take on the 
running of the Haverhill Show has 
emerged. 

David Doughty, 44, a town pho¬ 
tographer who has run a baby stall 
at the show for the past seven 
years, said he had become frus¬ 
trated by the direction the show 
was taking.

Mr Doughty has now officially 
offered to take over the running of 
the show, telling councillors on 
Tuesday there were enough people 
in Haverhill who felt passionately 
about the town to do something 
great. 

He met with a core group in the 
Rose and Crown pub last night to 
finalise a list of attractions, and 
was due to meet town clerk Will 
Austin and leisure manager Nick 
Keeble later today when a date was 
expected to be agreed. 

He said: “If Mr Driver cares about 
the show and wants it to be a suc¬ 
cess then he needs to step aside. 

“At the moment something is 
really wrong, we can’t even com¬ 
pete with Thurlow.”

Speeding drivers 
caught by police 


CLOSE to 2,800 motorists have been 
caught speeding during a week-long 
crackdown across two counties. 

The crackdown in Suffolk and 
Norfolk saw 571 drivers clocked by 
fixed cameras while driving too fast 
and the other 2,202 were caught by 
mobile cameras or patrolling offic¬ 
ers. 

The push saw officers from the 
joint roads policing unit and vans 
from Suffolk SafeCam and the 
Norfolk Safety Camera Partnership 
deployed across the counties to step 
up checks and enforcement. 

Chief Insp Chris Spinks said speed¬ 
ing was one of the “fatal four” driv¬ 
ing offences with drink driving and 
seatbelt and mobile phone offences. 

He said the campaign was a good 
way to highlight speeding and the 
risks associated with it. 

He said: “It is as simple as speeding 
makes you more likely to have a col-

lision, which can cause damage, 
expense, injury or ultimately the loss 
of life. 

“There is never an excuse to speed 
and all of those stopped will have 
been spoken to about their driving 
behaviour. 

“Some have received a fixed pen¬ 
alty notice or, if they were driving

excessively over the limit, they will 
be considered for prosecution at 
court. It’s as much about educating 
drivers as it is enforcement and 
those drivers who were only slightly 
over the speed limit, have a clean 
licence and have not received a fine 
in the last three years have been 
offered the chance to complete a 
speed awareness course instead of 
getting points. 

“These courses prove very effective 
in making drivers conscious of their 
speed and they will also pass the 
message to other friends and rela¬ 
tives. 

“However, some people continue 
to think speeding is acceptable and 
so we will carry on our work to make 
Norfolk and Suffolk’s roads safer.” 

The push took place between April 
15 and April 21 as part of an enforce¬ 
ment campaign led by TISPOL, the 
European Traffic Police Network. 


Man, 75, 
charged 
with 
19 sex 
offences 

THE former landlord of The 
Woolpack pub, in Haverhill, 
appeared in court on Tuesday 
charged with 19 sex offences 
against young girls. 

Peter Michael Lee, 75, who 
now lives in Heacham, near 
King’s Lynn, was at the 
magistrates court in Bury St 
Edmunds facing seven charges 
of indecent assault on a girl 
under 14, six charges of gross 
indecency on a girl under 14 
and six charges of indecent 
assault on a girl under 16. 

Eleven of the offences are 
alleged to have taken place in 
Haverhill. 

The earliest allegation dates 
back to 1972, and the latest is 
registered as having taken 
place in 1980. 

Mr Lee did not register a plea 
at the hearing and the case has 
been adjourned to the crown 
court on June 25 at 2pm.

Raising money 
and awareness, in 
memory of Deena

SHREWD Rose Felloni and her 
12-year-old assistant have been 
raising thousands of pounds in 
memory of Rose’s late daughter, 
who died after an illness made 
her balloon to seven times her 
normal weight. 

Deena Renyard, Rose’s daugh¬ 
ter, had Prader-Willi syndrome 
and weighed 35 stone when she 
died in 2006. 

The last time she was taken to 
West Suffolk Hospital, Deena 
had to be hoisted mechanically 
into an empty minibus. 

Prader-Willi syndrome (PWS) 
is a rare genetic condition that 
causes a wide range of symp¬ 
toms, including a constant desire 
to eat food, because of a perma¬ 
nent feeling of hunger. It can 
easily lead to dangerous weight 
gain. 

“It was living hell,” her mother 
remembers. “Every movement 
was jarring her and she was 
screaming because she was in so 
much pain.” 

Since then, Rose, 50, of Sorrel 
Walk, Haverhill, has been on a 
relentless drive to raise aware¬ 
ness of Prader-Willi. 


And she has picked up a young 
assistant along the way; 12-year- 
old Kieran Young came on board 
when Rose sold some furniture 
to his mother. 

Kieran asked why she was 
doing it and after listening to 
Rose tell her daughter’s story, 
Kieran asked to help, and now 
regularly joins Rose on her fund¬ 
raising missions. 

The unlikely pair recently 


handed over a whopping £6,000 
to the Prader-Willi Society. 

Rose said: “It’s a great achieve¬ 
ment for us. The young lad sells a 
few of his own bits and he’s been 
really helpful.” 

Rose described her daughter’s 
life as “worse than hell,” saying 
she was bullied and harassed not 
only by other children but also 
by teachers and health profes¬ 
sionals who didn’t understand 
her condition. 

“People would pull her clothes 
up; they’d push her because she 
had no balance. She just wanted 
to be like other people but she 
couldn’t be,” she said. 

Rose now spends up to four 
hours a day raising awareness 
for the illness. 

She described her business 
model as “simple” - she finds 
things people no longer want 
and sells them on. Lately she has 
discovered Facebook, and she 
has used the social media site to 
raise over £3,000 in the last five 
months alone. 

“I don’t know if I’m a wheeler 
and dealer, maybe an opportun¬ 
ist,” she said.

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Seats to change 
hands in elections

THE electoral map of Haverhill 
could be transformed when 
voters go to the polls today. 

Residents of the town will be 
asked to choose between 11 
candidates for just three county 
council seats. 

Two seats in the Haverhill 
Cangle ward are up for grabs 
and one more in the Haverhill 
East and Kedington ward. 

And in an uncertain vote, the 
one certainty is that all three 
seats will definitely change 
hands once the votes are count¬ 
ed on Friday. 

Tim Marks (Con) and Philip 
French (Con) will not be stand¬ 
ing for reelection in the 
Haverhill Cangle ward, while 
Ann Gover (Con) has stepped 
down from her Haverhill East 
and Kedington seat to run for 
the Haverhill Cangle ward 
instead. 

The big question is whether 
Labour, the Lib Dems and UKIP 
can make inroads and secure 
one or more of the seats - with 
all three Haverhill seats cur¬ 
rently held by the Conservatives. 


Town clerk Will Austin said the 
election was important for the 
provision of local services and 
encouraged voters to base their 
vote on local issues, rather than 
national ones. 

He said: “I’m keen for people to 
see these elections as important 
in the context of their lives. 

“The county council run a lot 
of services and this is people’s 
opportunity to have their say on 
how these services are deliv¬ 
ered”. 

Although Suffolk’s county 
council is one of a number of 
local authorities responsible for 
services in the area, sometimes 
leading to confusion, Mr Austin 
was keen to point out how 
important these elections are. 

The county council is respon¬ 
sible for education, adult social 
care, youth support and traffic 
and transport, for example. 

And these provisions have led

to plenty of debate and discus¬ 
sion in the town over recent 
months. 

Whether the high street should 
be pedestrianised, for example, 
is a decision for the county 
council. 

The reorganisation of schools 
and the provision of libraries 
are also issues for the county 
council, as is the running of 
Haverhill’s care homes. 

Suffolk county council is cur¬ 
rently dominated by the 
Conservative party, who hold 55 
of the 75 seats. 

The Lib Dems hold 11 seats, 
while Labour has only two seats 
and two independents are also 
in office. 

In all, voters across the UK will 
go the the polls to elect 34 local 
authorities. 

Anyone over the age of 18 who 
is registered to vote can go to a 
polling station between 7am 
and 10pm on Thursday. 

There is no widely accepted 
reason why local elections are 
held on Thursdays - one theory 
is that people were not paid 
until Fridays, and so holding 
polls on Thursdays ensured 
they were not too drunk to vote. 


Serial offender steals again 


A MAN with a string of previous 
convictions had admitted to two 
counts of theft and making off 
without payment. 

John Christopher Harden, 48, 
of Bishops Close, Haverhill, 
pleaded guilty to the charges at 
West Suffolk Magistrates court 
in Bury St Edmunds on 
Wednesday. 

The first incident took place on 
April 20 when Harden stole food 
and alochol from Tesco worth 
more than £600. 

He then took a taxi home with 
four loaded bags of groceries but 


failed to pay the £5.60 fare, tell¬ 
ing the driver he would get 
money from a friend but never 
returned. 

Nine days later, on April 29, 
Harden again stole food and 
alcohol from Tesco, this time 
worth £230 just after 8pm. 

The court heard how security 
watched him put the items into 
his ‘Bags for Life’ and down his 
jacket, before he tried to make 
out through an unmanned 
checkout. 

He was arrested quickly after 
leaving the store. 


Rosalind Cappleman, prose¬ 
cuting, said Harden was a serial 
offender with 50 previous con¬ 
victions for a totyal of 175 offenc¬ 
es - 74 of them for theft. 

In mitigation, the court heard 
how Harden had gone 10 days 
without cash after not receiving 
his jobseekers’ allowance. 

It was also said Harden has a 
drug addicion and was stealing 
to fund his addiction after he 
had failed to kick the habit. 

Harden was granted condi¬ 
tional bail and will return on 
May 29 to be sentenced.

A LIFESAVING charity has passed a 
health watchdog’s inspection with fly¬ 
ing colours. 

The East Anglian Ambulance (EAAA), 
which provides the air ambulance ser¬ 
vice across the whole of Suffolk, was 
declared safe after its most recent 
inspection carried out by the Care 
Quality Commission.

years old and she often plays with 
Oliver because she lives just round 
the corner from him. 

Although her parents want her to 
remain anonymous, they told us 
their little girl suffers from ongoing 
speech and hearing problems so 
language is obviously a problem 
for her. 

They said an iPad would help 
hugely and added they were over¬ 
whelmed by the support Oliver 
received. 

On Monday, Samantha took 26 
phones donated for Oliver to the 
little girl’s grateful parents who 


now have around 50 phones 
already. 

The iPads are fitted with a special 
app which would help their daugh¬ 
ter with communication. 

Oliver was handed his shiny new 
£400 ipad last week and Samantha 
said she could already see the dif¬ 
ference it had made, not only to his 
communication, but also to his 
co-ordination and mood. 

She said: ““I don’t think the nov¬ 
elty of it will wear off for him. 

“It helps his concentration and 
his fiddly skills are pretty poor so 
it’s helping with that. 

“When he gets a bit stressed and 
frustrated, he also goes on it and it 
helps him to calm down and com¬ 


municate to me what the problem 
is.” 

Oliver is getting ready to start 
school in September and Samantha 
now feels much more confident 
about him taking this step. 

She said our campaign had 
helped people understand what 
she was going through and she had 
received a lot of support and kind 
words from both friends and stran¬ 
gers in town. 

She now hopes to help other peo¬ 
ple raise the phones for ipads. 

“It’s incredible to see how 
thoughtful and generous the peo¬ 
ple in Haverhill have been. 

“It really has restored my faith in 
humanity,” she said. 


NEWS IN BRIEF 


Sharp rise in number of 
drugs and sexual offences 

POLICE have reported a large increase in the 
number of sexual and drug offences being 
recorded in Haverhill in the past 12 months. 

Adressing councillors at the town council 
meeting, the town’s police chief, Insp Peter 
Ferrie, said sexual offences were up more than 
a third, by 36 per cent, and drug offences had 
also seen a sharp 21 per cent rise. 

The inspector told councillors the increases 
could be explained and should not unduly 
alarm the residents. 

Many of the sexual offences recorded were 
for historic allegations, some of them dating 
back more than 50 years, he said. 

Of the 63 drug offences recorded last year - 
11 more than the previous 12 months - seven 
were recorded as traficking offences, the most 
serious drug offences, and the 56 others were 
recorded as less serious drug offences. 

The inspector said he was pleased to report a 
fall of 21 per cent in the number of burglaries, 
with 13 fewer taking place in the past year 
than during the previous 12 months. 

Anti-social behaviour was also down 
significantly, with 326 fewer cases this year. 

The numbers for public disorder and violence 
against a person stayed constant, with both 
seeing modest drops. 

The three piorities for Haverhill police are 
curerently all parking and traffic-related, he 
said. 

Insp Ferrie said the numbers were taken for 
the period starting in April 2012 and going 
through to the end of March 2013, and 
comparisons were made with the 12 months 
previous.

Organisers have warned no trade vehicles 
will be allowed.

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The day ex-soldier saved a 
life on way home from work 


When a man lost his legs in an horrific 
accident at a railway station, he’d have bled 
to death had it not been for the actions of 
a fellow commuter - retired soldier Mark 
Budden. Emma Higginbotham reports.

A FTER two decades in the army, 
Mark Budden was ready for a 
quieter life. 

The dad-of-two from Saffron 
Walden had seen plenty of high- 
octane action, not least as the 
commanding officer of a bomb 
disposal unit in Afghanistan. So last 
year he decided to swap his uniform 
for a suit, and joined the army of 
commuters instead. 

What he couldn’t possibly have 
imagined was that his army skills 
would soon save somebody’s life - 
not on the battlefield, but at Bishop’s 
Stortford railway station. 

It was an ordinary Wednesday 
evening in early January. Mark, who 
works for Network Rail in London, 
had just stepped off the Stansted 
Express and was waiting to catch 
a connecting train to Audley End. 
Then the screaming began. 

“I’d been off the train about a 
minute, I’d just got out my book to 
read, and I saw a woman running 
towards me, screaming hysterically,” 
recalls Mark. “I stopped her and 
said ‘What’s going on?’ And she said 
‘Someone’s on the tracks, someone’s 
been hit by a train’. 

“Stupidly I thought oh, someone’s 
jumped. And then I thought hmm, 
this is not the place you jump from. 
Then instinct took over.” 

Without hesitating, Mark sprang 
into action, dashing into the ticket 
office and instructing staff to call 


the emergency services and stop the 
trains: “then I ran along the platform, 
looking down, and after about 20 
meters I saw the body. I didn’t know 
if they were alive or dead.” 

The man on the track was Matt 
Robinson, a 29-year-old from 
Bishop’s Stortford. Fle’d also been 
on the Stansted Express, travelling 
home from his job at the Bank of 
England. Realising he’d left his wallet 
on the train, he’d got back on to look 
for it but couldn’t find it, and stepped 
off again just before the doors 
closed. “Then as the train pulled 
away, Matt had turned to have one 
last look through the window, edged 
forward, didn’t notice the gap, and 
fell,” says Mark. “Just awful. A truly 
awful accident.” 

Mark saw that Matt was still 
conscious but horrifically injured. 
“He was clearly in a lot of pain, 
and then I saw the extent of his 
injuries: one was an above-the-knee 
amputation, one was a below-the- 
knee amputation. 

“The above-the-knee amputation 
was obviously the worse injury 
because his blood was pumping out 
at a significant rate. I knew that he 
probably had a couple of minutes 
to live, and I knew that if I didn’t do 
anything he was going to die.” 

After checking that no trains were 
about to thunder through, and 
after reassuring himself that the 
power came from overhead wires 


rather than an electrified rail, Mark 
jumped down on to the track and 
began removing his belt to make a 
tourniquet. 

He then shouted at one man to act 
as a look-out for oncoming trains 
and, knowing he’d need a second 
tourniquet, shouted to another man, 
John Thorp, to get a belt: “John said 
‘I’ve got a belt myself’, and I could 
see he wasn’t panicking, so I said 
‘Right, stop - jump down and help 
me down here’.” 

Meanwhile, Mark had seen 
another likely assistant: Pamela 
Abbott from Stapleford. “I said 
‘Can you help?’ And she jumped 


down as well.” Matt couldn’t have 
been in better hands: John is a 
former customs officer with first aid 
training, while Pamela had done a 
Red Cross first aid course. 

“There was a mix of people on 
the platform: there were people 
panicking; there were people who 
left quicldy; there were what I would 
call the ‘grief chasers’ - the nosy 
ones; and there were people who 
wanted to help,” says Mark. “Luckily 
I spotted two of those.” 

Mark fastened his belt around 
Matt’s above-the-knee injury, and 
asked John to hold it in place, “but 
the blood was still coming, so I got 


him to make a fist and push it into 
the top of Matt’s thigh, where the 
femoral artery is. I’m not a medic, 
but every soldier deploying to 
Afghanistan does battlefield first 
aid training, so I knew the basic 
rudiments of trauma care.” 

Using John’s belt, he then made 
a tourniquet for Pamela to hold in 
place on the other leg and, after 
putting his scarf between Matt’s face 
and the stony ground, concentrated 
on keeping him calm. “Reassuring 
the casualty is incredibly important, 
it keeps them alive,” explains Mark. 

“He said ‘Am I going to die?’ And 
I said ‘Look mate, you’re not going 
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to die. I’ve seen worse - unbelievably I 
have seen worse - and you’re going to 
be fine’.” 

Face down on the ground, Matt didn’t 
realise the extent of his injuries and 
asked Mark what had happened. “I said 
‘What do you want to know?’ and he 
said ‘Tell me the truth’. I said ‘OK, both 
legs are off’. 

“But he was so pragmatic and brave. 
Incredibly, he was more concerned 
about his mum than he was about 
himself: she was in the car park waiting 
to pick him up, and he was very worried 
about her sitting in her car, seeing stuff 
going on and not knowing what it was. 
Which tells you an awful lot about Matt, 
I think.” 

By this time, a policeman had arrived 
and was putting a cordon in place: 

Mark shouted out Matt’s mum’s name, 
car registration and mobile number 
and sent the policeman to find her “and 
under no circumstances to allow her 
onto the platform.” 

With relief, Mark realised that Matt 
was now stable: “I knew he’d sustained 
horrific injuries, and he clearly needed 
medical attention, but we’d stopped the 
bleeding. I only found out after from 
a medic at the hospital that he’d lost a 
significant amount of blood: they said 
he had probably five minutes before he 
would have died from bleeding out.” 

Yet Mark brushes aside talk of bravery 
and heroism: “Brave, stupid, there’s 
a fine line,” he laughs. “I suppose 
the brave thing was jumping down, 
knowing that in commuter rush-hour, 
another train could be coming any 
minute. But I don’t consider it brave, I 
just think it was the right thing to do. 

“The brave ones were fohn and 
Pamela for jumping down and listening 
to some random stranger telling them 
what to do. An awful lot of people 
walked away that day. If everyone had 
done that, Matt wouldn’t be alive today, 
so it was completely selfless of those 
two to take a stand and offer their help. 

“But also Matt was incredibly brave. 
For me it was humbling to see a young 
man with such horrific injuries dealing 
with them so stoically.” 

Mark spent 20 minutes on the track 
with Matt before he was blue-lighted 
to Addenbrooke’s, then went to the 
toilets to wash off the blood. Realising 
he wouldn’t be able to catch a train 
home, he hailed a taxi: “then we drove 
to Audley End, I picked up my car, and 
drove home. 

“I remember getting in the car 
thinking ‘crikey, that wasn’t what I was 
expecting on my commute home!’ But 


I felt absolutely fine. Unfortunately I’ve 
seen injuries of a similar nature from 
the army, so I wasn’t really shocked. 

And it sounds cold, but I did sleep that 
night.” 

The following morning, Mark rang 
Addenbrooke’s: “I knew that they 
wouldn’t be able to give me any details, 
because I wasn’t a family member, but 
I just wanted to know that he’d lived. 
They said he’d had an operation last 
night and was in a stable condition, and 
I just felt an immense sense of relief.” 

Mark left his phone number, and a 
few days later Matt called to thank him 
- and asked him to visit. As they hadn’t 
seen each other’s faces before, it was, 
says Mark, an emotional moment. 

“We never actually saw each other 
because Matt had been face down, so 
this was first time, although he’d seen 
my face in the paper so he had a head 
start! It was great. He was in good spirits 
and cracking jokes - he’s just a hugely 
positive person.” 

Mark visited him several times in 
hospital; at the end of last month, Matt 
went home, “and I’ve said I’ll come and 
pester him at his house,” says Mark 
with a smile. “We’ve struck up a rather 
surreal friendship. I don’t know how 
best to describe it, but it’s great. 

“So after an awful accident, it’s a good 
news story: Matt’s an immensely strong 
character who will get through this. He’s 
into scuba diving and snowboarding, 
and OK, it’ll change how he does those 
activities, but it won’t stop him. He’ll 
hopefully lead a very healthy and 
successful life for another 60, 70 years.” 

And, he adds, he isn’t haunted by 
that day: “If things had turned out 
differently I might have been, but as 
awful and graphic as it was, I don’t think 
of Matt on the track, I think of him 
wheeling himself round - and very soon 
he’ll be on artificial limbs, getting on 
with his life. 

“For me it’s a happy ending to an 
unbelievably tragic accident. It’s just an 
incredible piece of good fortune that 
I seemed to be the right person in the 
right place at the right time.” 

Today, Mark continues to enjoy his 
quiet life with his wife, Colette, and 
children Freya, 10, and Finley, 9. But 
the irony of that fateful event will never 
escape him. 

“It’s funny isn’t it? I spent 20 years 
in the army and yes, I’ve seen terrible 
accidents and injuries, but it’s the 
first time I’ve got hands-on and saved 
somebody’s life. It’s just weird that it 
happened after I’d left the army, coming 
home from work in a suit!”

F ROM hanging out with Dot and Phil on the cobbled streets 
of Albert Square to gliding across ice in Lycra and sequins, 
Sam Attwater's career so far has had variety, to say the 
least.

Telling the story of squeaky-clean college sweethearts Brad 
and Janet and their adventure at the hands of Dr Frank'n'Furter,

Show director Christopher Luscombe has given the show 
a new lease of life for its 40th anniversary tour, but Rocky 
Horror die-hards need not fear, it's as naughty as ever, and 
definitely Sam's raunchiest show to date.

Another thing Sam's still trying to get used to are the risque 
outfits for which the show is famous. Let's just say he won't be 
donning fishnets, corsets and stilettos on a night out with the 
boys anytime soon. 

"That was the part I didn't enjoy quite as much," he laughs. 
"At one point I come out in a corset and stilettos, which was so 
scary but the audience really helped put me at ease, there was 
just this wall of noise. But the outfits are interesting, to say the 
least - I definitely won't be wearing them at weekends!" 

And talking of camp costumes, it's almost two years to the 
day since Sam took the Dancing on Ice crown, stealing the 
hearts of the nation with his slick moves and sizzling 'Will 
they, won't they?' partnership with Canadian skater Brianne 
Delcourt. 

The whole experience was a dream come true for the actor. 

"I never thought I would take to the ice so naturally; I knew 
I could skate around but I never expected to be able to do the 
lifts and all the intricate bits. 

"It's quite funny because I had always said it was my dream 
to be on EastEnders and Strictly Come Dancing, but then 
Dancing on Ice came along and it was great to do something 
challenging like that."

SCOTT Moore and Jon 
Lucas, co-writers of 
the first chapter of The 
Hangover trilogy, make 
their directorial debut with 
a raucous and gleefully 
foul-mouthed comedy that 
attempts to replicate the 
boozy shenanigans of their 
earlier script. 

21 & Over harnesses the 
reckless abandon of three 
high school friends on 
the night at the youngest 
member of the trio comes 
of age and can legally buy 
and consume alcohol. 

To celebrate, the pals 
embark on an ill-fated 
bender that includes a 
close encounter with a 
rampaging bull, a near¬ 
death experience with 
a swimming pool cover 


and naked humiliation at 
the hands of a sorority of 
enraged Latinas. 

We first meet gung-ho 
Miller (Miles Teller) and 
strait-laced Casey (Skylar 
Astin) walking across a 
campus in their birthday 
suits, with red raw 
buttocks and a sock apiece 
to spare their blushes. 

The film then flashes 
back to the previous day 
as Miller and Casey arrive 
at the house of their 
pal Jeff Chang (Justin 
Chon), who is turning 
21. Birthday celebrations 
are put on hold because 
Jeff has an interview for 
medical school the next 
morning organised by his 
controlling father. 

But after much 
persuading, Jeff agrees 
to accompany Miller and 
Casey out on the town for 
a couple of drinks before 
an early night. Umpteen 


beers and shots later, the 
birthday boy is paralytic 
and Casey is smitten 
with a girl called Nicole 
(Sarah Wright), who is 
attracted to spontaneous, 
unpredictable men. 

Sparks of mutual 
attraction are doused, 
temporarily at least, so 
that Casey and Miller can 
carry their buddy home 
to his bed.Unfortunately, 
neither lad knows Jeff's 
address so they embark on 
a madcap misadventure 
in search of inspiration, 
crossing paths with 
Nicole's oafish jock 
boyfriend Randy (Jonathan 
Keltz), who clearly doesn't 
deserve her. 

Like The Hangover, 
the film bolts together 
set pieces into a fractured 
and debauched narrative.

Garden designs 
- Swedish style 


SWEDISH design goes much further than Ikea, 
thanks to Swedish garden designers including 
award-winning Ulf Nordfjell, who is currently 
preparing for his forthcoming show garden at the 
RHS Chelsea Flower Show. 

Yet it is possible to bring Swedish design to 
your own garden, giving it a 
more contemporary feel with 
clean lines and good use of 
symmetry, he says. 

"Sweden doesn't really have 
the same tradition as the UK in 
terms of its gardening. England 
has a much richer history with 
many different styles, ranging 
from old and traditional 
to extremely modern," he 
explains. 

"In Sweden we favour clean, 
simple lines and like to create 
the feeling of space. Most 
notably, Swedish gardens must 
be adaptable to the harsh climate, so we use 
materials that can cope with that such as granite, 
concrete, timber and steel. 

"We have extreme winters and long summer 
days and so have to carefully select plants that 
can cope with these conditions. In the summer 
when it stays light until late, you can go out and 


do your gardening at 3am." 

Sharp lines can emphasise any structures in the 
garden and are unusual as they are so rare in 
nature. They can also draw the eye to your focal 
point, he observes. 

"One way to do this is by pruning hedges. In 
the Laurent-Perrier garden, I 
have pruned quercus hedges, 
which are underlined by low 
walls of travertine. These draw 
the attention to the pergola, 
where there is an elegant water 
feature. 

"Water can be a great way to 
add character to your garden. 

It adds movement and you 
can easily build around it. You 
can be creative and choose a 
sculpture or piece of art for 
added interest. 

"Rather than placing it 
centrally, French gardeners 
will often place statues to the side, which creates 
different areas of interest around the garden." 

His favourite British plants include Anemone 
'White Swan', Iris germanica, stipa grasses and 
taxus (yew) hedges. 

His Chelsea show garden will be a 
contemporary take on a romantic garden, 


acknowledging the heritage of the family- 
owned Laurent-Perrier champagne house while 
incorporating a modern elegance. He has chosen 
simple materials such as stone, wood and metal, 
complemented by perennials in a colour palette of 
soft pinks and blues, as well as creamy oranges, 
yellows and whites. 

Perennials will be planted in blocks in different 
layers, including iris, viola, dianthus, stipa and 
verbascum in full sun and thalictrum, gillenia, 
aruncus and anemones in half shade. 

Gardens in Sweden are very focused on spring, 
which takes place in April and May in southern 
Sweden and a couple of weeks from the end of 
May in the north. There's another peak of interest 
in mid-summer, but the focus tends to be on 
structural design rather than plants. 

While there is more interest in perennials these 
days, Sweden does not enjoy late-flowering plants 
that are abundant in this country, says Nordfjell. 

He has been inspired by many British designers, 
from Vita Sackville-West to Christopher Bradley- 
Hole, Julie Toll, Andy Sturgeon, Tom Stuart-Smith 
and Jinny Blom. 

But among his favourites is the late Ulla Molin, 
a Swedish designer renowned for introducing 
modernism in gardening by using strong 
materials, soft colours and fewer, more selective 
plants.

His own personal favourites for each season, 
which are easily grown in this country and 
will add both colour and texture to the garden 
scene, include Cornus sanguinea 'Winter Flame' 
in winter; Scilla siberica, Helleborus nigra and 
Fritillaria meleagris 'Alba' in spring; Dicentra 
Formosa 'Aurora', Iris sibirica 'Silver Edge', 
Paeonia 'White Wings', Rosa moyesii 'Nevada' 
and Phlox paniculata 'Rosa Pastell' in summer; 
and Anemone 'Honorine Jobert' and Gentiana 
makinoi in autumn.
